Greg King, Editor of ASUS 
News, presented a motioa at 
yesterday's ASUS executive meet-- 
ing saying tliat ttic Course 
Guide was still feasible as there 
is competent personnel and 
sufficient time to put it out. 
He asked that the motion of 
Friday's ASUS meeting to post- 
pone publication until next year 
be rescinded, and that a pro-tem 
Editor be appointed until Exec- 
utive Applications had chosen a 
permanent one. 

The executive voted 9-1 to 
stand by their original decision 
and delay the Course Guide until 
next year. 

King said that It was extrem- 
ely important that the Guide be 
published this year, because 
postponement of publication 
"would look to the faculty as 
If we're backing down." 

Elliot Macklovitch. second year 
representative, objected that 
many people , were trying to re- 
vive the Course Guide on prin- 
ciple, but not with practicality. 

ASUS EXECUTIVE STATEMENT 

We, the members of the ASUS 
executive, have decided as pub- 
lishers to postpone the publica- 
tion of Course Guide '67, realiz- 
ing its significance and being 
unwilling to compromise its 
quality cr its stated objectives. 



This decision was reached in 
light of the following consider- 
ations: 

1 — The unwarranted and un- 
authorized offer by ASUS Pres- 
ident Simon Taunton to the 
members of the Faculty of Arts 
and Science at their meeting on 
the afternoon of January 23, 
1967, to eliminate the full names 
of instructors from ihe Guide, 
which, in contradiction to the 
explicit policy statement of 
Editor-in-Chief John Fekete, ap- 
proved by this executive on 
Tuesday,' January 17, has im- 
possibly compromised the Edit- 
or's position. 

2— The lack of response to 
date on the part of the majority 
of faculty members to the pro- 
fessors' questionnaires sent to 
them. 

3— The difficulty involved in 
organizing the tremendously 
complicated operations of the 
Course Guide in the short time 
now available, as a result of the 
above ^ two points. 

The position taken by the 
ASUS executive in this matter in 
no way indicates or implies a 
lack of confidence in the ability, 
competence or integrity of Mr. 
Fekete, Editor-in-Chief of the 
Course Guide.

Many people have been troubled by the 
outburst of political activity on this campus 
in the past two years. The rent in the 
campus politic is seen by many as so divis- 
ive as to be irreconcilable. They fear that 
the only logical outcome of this activism 
will be the dissolution of the Students' 
Society. 

The low turnout at yesterday's Open 
Meeting to consider constitutional amend- 
ments makes one doubt the sincerity of their 
concern, or else forces one to the conclusion 
that they have not realized the significance 
of proportional representation in solving 
their seemingly insoluble problem. 

The reason that so much political conflict,! 



at McGill has not been settled in an orderly, 
peaceful fashion is the lack of adequate 
institutional arrangements which allow for 
political struggle without destroying the 
social system itself. Such a situation may 
arise for a nuniber of reasons;^For one, the 
relative recent rise of activist politics in the 
Students' Society has not yet developed into 
a respect for opposition rights. Thus our in- 
stitutions are dominated by a spirit not of 
consensus but of partisanship. The idea of 
a speaker is an excellent institutional 
change which will guarantee equality to 
both sides in a political dispute and allow 
the. Council to become a forum for meaning- 
ful debate. 

Another source of tension is the disprop- 
ortionate, nature of Council representation. 



The people who form the large faculties 
on campus and raise most of the issues can 
be overruled by a minority because of the 
present electoral system. Arts and Science 
students, therefore, must always seek extra- 
legal ways of having their policies adopted, 
since on alliance of the smaller faculties, like 
Low and Medicine, can frustrate their initi- 
atives in the formal organs of student gov- 
ernment. The reversal of this situation by 
instituting proportional representation would 
ensure the majority on campus of a fair say 
in Students' Society policies and avoid the 
frustration and bitterness which every pol- 
itical issue seems to engender. 

The proposal to postpone the issue for 
four weeks or more would, in effect, shelve 
the idea of proportional representation for 
another year, and by 'that time it may be 
too late. It would seem for more appro- 
priate that after Mr. Smith's committee has 
studied the problem, a special meeting of 
the Students' Society should be called on 
three days' notice. The amendments would 
then be put before the required assembly 
before the March presidential elections, so 
that they could be considered by the camp- 
us at that time. If passed, proportional re- 
presentation would then apply to next 
year's Students' Council elections. 

But then again, some people may not 
want to see this issue ever reach the camp- 
us, while others . . . well, they're just 
/gluttons for punishment.

Hard Sell 

Dear Sir, 

The "advcrllscmcnl" by Taro 
Alcpian in the Daily of Jan- 
uary 26, 1067, is a perfect 
example of the clouded judge- 
menl and lack ,of . objectivity 
which seems' to be so~ prevalent 
in major Issues on campus. 
This feeble facsimile of an ob- 
jective report purports to re- 
produce the interview with 
Robert Nelson, president ot 
UGEQ, which preceded the 
Students' Council meeting ot 
January 17, 1067. Having been 
present during this interview 
myself, I found that, by 
structuring his article In the 
form of a dialogue, Mr. Alepian 
has completely distorted the 
content of the actual interview 
from which' he pretends to 
quote. 

To confirm this, I obtained 
.ind read the records of tlic 
minutes of this interview as 
recorded by Mr. Galloway, 
Secretary - Treasurer of the 
Students* Society. The minutes 



reproduce ACCURATELY, and 
IN FULL, Mr. Nelson's replfcs 
to Council members' questions. 
Thiey show very clearly that 
Mr. Aleplan distorted and 
falsified the facts. For ex- 
ample, part of his "advertise- 
ment" reads: 

"SC: If McGill students do 
not wish to participate in a 
UGEQ activity, like a demon- 
stration, can thoy SIssoclatc 
themselves from such an act- 
ivity? 

RN: McGill must not disso- 
ciate iUclf so that UGEQ wiU 
appear unified." 

Page 2041 of the minutes 
refers to Mr. Nelson's reply as 
follows : 

"Mr. Nelson said that natural- 
ly there would be certain pol- 
icies with which some univ- 
ersities might disagree: how- 
ever, each university could . 
express an independent opin- 
ion. He gave as an example 
the fad that UGEQ had re- 
fused to participate in any way 
in Second Century Week du- 
ring Canada's Centennial Tear ; 
but any member of UGEQ who 
wished to participate in this 
was free to do so. He pointed 
out thai when decisions were 
made they were made by the 
majority, and certainly it was 
to be hoped that when the 
majority had decided on a cer- 
tain policy, no individual group 
would work against such esta-, 
blishcd policy, in any' detriment- 
al way. However, any minority 
group could take whatever act- 
inn it wanted by itself, but U 
should not make any attempt 
to stop the action decided upon 
by the majority. This would be 
a form of sabotage of the or- 
ganization of which the group 
was a member." 

Obviously, the quotation giv- 
en by Mr. Alepian simply re- 
presents his own biased Inter- 
prclation of Mr. Nelson's actual 
response. By what versatile 



feal of logic he arrived at such 
an ill-fitting equation is beyond 
comprehieriston. Unfortunately, 
this is just one exaniple. 
Through the first part of this 
extremely invalid article, one 
finds similar distortions, out-of- 
context quotes, and misrepre- 
sentations.

Ignatieff tells Canadian Club 

UN essential to world peace

Canada's Permanent Representative to the United Nations yesterday expressed his con- 
viction that "the International organization and the Charter are absolutely essential". 



In an address to the Canadian 
Club of Montreal at the Windsor 
Hotel, George Ignatieff blamed 
the "rampant nationalism of our 
age, in which sovereign states 
arc unwilling to cede more than 
the minimum authority to inter- 
national organizations," for the 
defects of the United Nations. 

Ignatieff said the aim of the 
United Nations is "to maintain 
inlcrnational peace and security" 
and spoke of the "enviable re- 
cord in peacekeeping which 
Canada has maintained." Now 
on the Security Council, Canada 
is promoting agreements and 
co-operation among the perma- 
nent members of the Council. 

Recognizing that the Security 
Council is supposed to represent 
the main centers of power in the 
world, the Ambassador said, the 
Canadian delegation advocated 
the admission of China as a Sec- 
urity Council member, while re- 
taining Taiwan representation 
in the Organization. 

Another major policy object- 
ive of the Canadian government, 
Ignatieff said, was "to work 
toward disarmament as a necess- 
ary element of achieving' a pea- 
ceful and stable world." Can- 
ada recently co-sponsored, with 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union, a resolution appealing for 
an agreement for the non-proli- 
feratfon of nuclear weapons. 

Ignatieff described the British 
as the pioneers in the process 
which lias changed the face and 
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character of the United Nations, 
having granted Independence to 
21 territories since the last 
world war. 

This process has more than 
doubled the membership in the 
U.N. and has also led to the 
formation of institutions and 
agencies to deal with the pro- 
blems of economic independence 
and growth. But, he added; far 
more needs to be done to com- 
bat the problems of hunger, di- 
sease and ignorance. 

He also looked towards the 
future of the United Nations 
and the need for increased in- 
ternational co-opcratlon. While 



demanding a bigger share of 
"the better life which modem 
technology puts within the 
reach of those who know how 
to use it," only a very small 
percentage of the world's popu- 
lation has the necessary linow- 
how. 

Ignatieff concluded optimistic- 
ally about the prospects of the 
United Nations. He saw "a basic 
will to survive among all the 
nations of this world in the 
challenging and dangerous age 
in which we live, and a will to 
co-operate in the attainment of 
at least some basic objectives,"
